Faraday, who first recognized the na- 
ture of the electrical-wanes; tnTather 
the true movement and play of elec- 
tricity, although the "waves" were not 
known to him as such. Faraday said 
that electricity was the result of the 
play of atoms 
an'd molecules. This 


suggested to James Clerk-Maxwell, the 
great Scotch physicist, 
who died In 


1879, the similarity of light waves and 
electric waves. 
After experimenting 


he came to the conclusion that they 
were of the same species and govern- 
ed by similar laws. He concluded that 
the .undulations or waves of electricity 
could be transmitted through the air 
in the same manner as light, and with 
about the same rapidlt3% as the electric 
waves differed from luminous waves 
only in force.
